EQUATION  OF  TIME. 

It  is  only  a  few  days  in  the  year 
that  a  regular  clock  or  watch  agrees 
with  the  Sun  in  (hewing  true  time. 

Clocks  and  watches  are  conflruft- 
cd  fo  as  to  divide  time  equal ; — 
whereas  the  Sun,  by  leafon  of  the 
obliquity  of  the  ecliptic  and  her  un- 
equal motion  in  difFerent  parts  there- 
of divides  time  unequal — herce  the 
difference  called  Fquation  of  Time. 
The  following  Table  will  fiiow  how 
many  minutes  {hould  be  added  to, 
or  subtrafled  ftom  any  hour  fhewn 
by  a  SunDia\  in  order  to  regulate 
a  watch  to  mean  time.
